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Canada’s 51st Annual Meeting 


Fine Years Work Reported — W. L. Carr Elected President 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


fifty-first annual meeting at Toronto on February 8, 

with President Donald A. McPhee presiding. The at- 
tendance at the opening was very small due in part to the 
sub-zero temperatures prevailing and the fact that the 
morning session is largely given up to routine presentation 
of annual reports of officers, which are also available in 
printed form. There were close to 200 
on hand for the afternoon session, 
which is fully up to normal. 

The reports of the officers were 
very well received and felicitations 
were properly extended upon the fine 
showing of the Association for 1933, 
with the largest number of registra- 
tions recorded in its history in any 
one year, with extension efforts car- 
ried along aggressively and the whole 
operation of the Association for the 
year showing a balance of over $5,000 
on the right side of the ledger. For 
details of the year’s work of the Asso- 
ciation, we make reference to the 
annual reports of the officers and 
standing committees presented in 
practically complete form on other 
pages of this issue. 

R. B. Faith, Director of Extension, 
addressed the meeting on the general 
subject of the extension program, sup- 
plementing his annual report of the 
work of this department. He outlined the present ex- 
tension policy of the Association, which he feels secured 
better extension results at less cost than it has in any 
previous year. He gave particular credit to the fine work 
of local organizations. He referred particularly to the 
British Columbia organization, which did the most aggres- 
sive calf club work of any of the local organizations in 
Canada last year, and also carried on an effective herd 
4urvey project. In Alberta, under the aggressive leader- 
ship of Harry Hays, considerable work along milk market- 
ing lines was carried out. Saskatchewan pushed calf club 
effort. In Manitoba, Director Sims put real energy in the 
whole program. In Ontario, herd sire demonstrations were 
a feature and special service on the blood test, etc., by R. 
M. Holtby, and other special field workers were featured. 
About half of Mr. Faith’s own time was spent in the field 
in this province. An Ontario provincial organization was 
perfected during the week at Toronto, with particular 
reference to making exports to England. In Quebec, a new 
provincial association was organized during the year with 
a full time field man, and nine local organizations were 
formed in this province. Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
were not so active during the year, but Prince Edward 
Island did some fine work in herd survey and herd sire

demonstrations and calf club work. The national program 
is stressing blood testing efforts in order to meet the de- 
mands of the present markets; herd sire and herd survey 
work, more testing for production, and general publicity 
and organization work. 

Upon inquiry as to nature of the blood testing services 
of the Extensive Department, Mr. Faith explained that as 
the Federal program required the 
elimination of positive animals with- 
out indemnity to the owner, most herd 
Owners were reluctant to go into it 
without some _ preliminary knowl- 
edge as to the status of their herds. A 
service, therefore, was provided 
through the Extension Department for 
making preliminary private tests of 
herds at a cost of fifteen cents per 
animal. Results of several thousand 
tests made in this way showed about 
90% of the animals to be negative. 
He urged, in view of the business 
necessity of developing herds that are 
abortion-free under the blood test, 
that the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture should be asked to speed 
up the work and that the Provincial 
Governments should provide more 
assistance to the dairyman in the ex- 
pense of carrying on this work. 


Mr. Faith reported that a shipment 
of twenty head from Oxford County 
had recently been sent to England in charge of Mr. R. M. 
Holtby as a trial order and expressed the belief that a con- 
siderable market might be developed along this line. At 
present, the British Friesian Cattle Society will not accept 
these animals for their herd book, but will accept them 
after inspection for their supplimentary register. It is 
hoped that the quality of the shipment will be sufficiently 
outstanding to gain a better recognition in the British 
market. A cablegram was received from Mr. Holtby dur- 
ing the meeting, advising that the shipment had arrived 
at Cardiff, Wales, on February 7, in good shape, the num- 
ber being augmented by one birth enroute. 

Director Faith also described the nature of the herd 
survey work his department is undertaking. This consists 
of recording the quality of the herd, kind of sires in use, 
checking up on the amount of R. O. P. testing being done, 
and finding out, if none is in progress, the reason why. 
The survey to date shows that about 50% of the bulls in 
use are from untested dams and that about 50% of these 
bulls are also only fair or poor in type, indicating the need 
of aggressive work for improvement along these lines. 

Following the presentation of Mr. Faith’s report, there 
was a general discussion of matters which he touched upon. 
Prof. Sisson raised the question as to what the Associa- 
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tion was doing to induce the Government authorities to do 
more work along the line of securing a higher standard 
of health for animals in dairy herds producing milk supply 
for urban centers. The Rev. Mr. Snell presented a resolu- 
tion urging that the Provincial Department of Agriculture 
be requested to make provision for the veterinary expense 
in connection with the tests for Bang’s disease. W. L. 
Carr indicated that the Province of Quebec might soon 
provide for making this test without cost to the owners. 
Fred W. Lee suggested that the Bang’s disease test be 
incorporated with the Tuberculin testing program. Dr. 
E. S. Archibald, in charge of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, called upon to discuss the subject, stated that in 
his view there were two principal problems represented. 
First, to devise a system for collecting blood samples at 
the lowest possible cost, and second, standardized antigens 
and technique in connection with carrying out the tests. 
He stated that in his experience he believes that both the 
agglutination and complement fixation tests should be 
used as being more reliable and effective than the single 
test. Without speaking for the Department, Dr. Archibald 
expressed his personal belief that clean herds can be built 
very cheaply and that the Government should not be asked 
to provide compensation for reacting animals. After some 
further discussion, however, Rev. Snell’s motion was 
adopted and the whole Extension report approved. 


Afternoon Session 


~ At the afternoon session, Secretary George M. Clemons 
presented the recommendations of the Board of Directors 
in relation to the various proposals for amendments to the 
constitution and by-laws appearing in the aggenda. The 
first to be considered was the amendment of Director E. 
W. Jones, of Alberta, in relation to the surplus funds of 
the Association. Under Mr. Jones’ proposed amendment, 
such funds could be invested only in the bonds of the 
Dominion of Canada. The Board of Directors’ recommen- 
dation was that a little more latitude should be given to 
the finance committee and that this wording should be 
amended to require the funds to be invested only in secur- 
ities listed as legal for trust fund investment. Vice Presi- 
dent W. L. Carr moved an amendment along the lines 
recommended by the Board of Directors. Director B. H. 
Thomson supported the original resolution, as did Direc- 
tor J. D. Gale, and former presidents Fred W. Lee and A. E. 
Plant. Vice President Carr strongly supported the amend- 
ment to give the committee further latitude, and this bill 
was also supported by Rev. Mr. Snell, Prof. Sisson and 
others, but on a standing vote the amendment was lost 
and the original proposition limiting these investments to 
Dominion of Canada bonds was adopted. 


Secretary George M. Clemons offered an amendment 
to the by-laws requiring all proposed amendments to the 
by-laws to be submitted to the Secretary in detail at least 
45 days prior to the annual meeting, the reason for this 
amendment being that the by-laws require notices of the 
meeting to be sent out 30 days in advance of the date of 
the meeting, and this extra time was needed in the Secre- 
tary’s office to get the new proposals in shape and printed 
to be sent out on time. After some discussion, this amend- 
ment was adopted. 


At this point, Earl Ness, newly elected president of the 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association, was presented to the meet- 
ing and spoke briefly, conveying the best wishes of the 
Ayrshire breeders. Vice President Carr responded grace- 
fully, expressing the conviction but there is room for all 
good breeds of dairy cattle in Canada. 


The next business was the resolution offered by Ladis- 
las Beaulac, of Quebec, offering a further moratorium in 
registration fees for females over 2 years of age for a 
31-day period from May 1 to June 1, 1934. This would 
give members of the Association the privilege of register- 
ing females over 2 years of age at the same fee required 
for females over one year and under 2 ($3). This proposal 
was offered by W. L. Carr, in the absence of Mr. Beaulac, 
and was supported by Director R. P. Charbonneau and 
former president Fred W. Lee, Fred Hampton, of Manor 
Farm, Quebec; Prof. Sisson, who expressed his belief that 
the times warranted indulgence for men hard hit. Former 
president A. E. Plant opposed the proposal on the ground 
that everybody had his chance last year and that if they 
were going to have another moratorium, it should go all 
the way. Director Tom Dent also opposed the proposal on 
the ground that it was unnecessary after the moratorium 
extended in 1933. Director Jess Gale raised the point of 
the difficulty of straightening out the registrations of 
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these older animals and their progency, and Secretary 
Clemons, reporting the action of the Board as opposed to 
this resolution, expressed his fear for the accuracy of the 
records on these older animals and the possible unfairness 
to breeders who are keeping up their records. On a stand- 
ing vote, however, the amendment was carried and the 
one-month moratorium will be given on penalty fees for 
females over two years of age. 


At this point, President McPhee introduced Dr. Barton, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, with the interesting side- 
light that they were schoolmates occupying the same seat 
fin the little red schoolhouse years ago. Dr. Barton noted 
the enthusiasm of the Holstein people and the vigor with 
which they approach their problems. He stated his belief 
that the dairy cow will see us through, and asked the help 
and cooperation of all breeders in connection with the 
problems of the Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. A. G. M. Bruyns offered the following resolution: 


“Whereas there are about a dozen different 
Herd Book Associations in the world promoting 
the breeding of what we call Holstein-Friesian 
cattle: 

Whereas, according to the greatest authorities, 
there is no difference in the breed or in the ideal 
type these Associations aim at: 

Whereas the name of the breed is not the same 
in different countries and the judging not uni- 
formly done: 

Whereas there are several unsolved questions 
of great importance to every breeder in every 
country: 

Be it resolved: 

The Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada assembled in Toronto on 
the 8th of February, 1934, goes on record as being 
strongly in favor of a closer cooperation between 
the different Herd Book Associations of our breed 
and recommends that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Canada take the necessary steps to ac- 
complish this.” 


In speaking to his resolution, Mr. Bruyns urged the im- 
portance of united effort by black and white breeders of 
all countries. He pointed out the value of Holstein milk, 
referring particularly to the Holstein Milk Department 
recently inaugurated by Holstein-Friesian World, and 
stressed the point that Holstein milk is not a second class 
product as some other breeds would have the public 
believe. He also emphasized the value of Holsteins for 
beef, referring to his observations in Holland, where beef 
from this breed when properly grown for the purpose is 
as good as can be found anywhere, and made the inter- 
esting suggestion that Holstein beef be used at the next 
annual banquet. He also urged the inter-change of supe- 
rior bloodlines as important to progress in all countries. 
The Bruyns resolution was adopted unanimously. The 
Board of Directors had previously approved the resolution 
with the further suggestion that it be referred to a special 
committee for further study, and later report to the 
Association. 


A resolution was proposed by Mr. Pelleterio, urging 
Government regulation to provide that all animals going 
to the stockyards should come under the health of animals 
branch and be both tuberculin and blood tested. The 
proposal was seconded by Prof. Sisson and adopted. 


F. C. Wilmot offered a resolution that the Association 
commend the Provincial authorities in their proposal to 
require that all milk be pasteurized before offered for sale 
in the cities of Ontario. Supporting this resolution, he 
argued that the requirement makes distribution more 
stable, tends to increase consumption. He stated that 
experience has shown that producers’ prices are better 
where pasteurization is required. Fred W. Lee seconded 
the resolution, which was also supported by J. W. Rich- 
ardson, who argued that the pasteurization requirement 
eliminates most of the price cutting and disorganization 
in the city markets. Director Gale expressed the opinion 
that he would rather try to see that the public gets good 
clean milk. Following this discussion, the resolution was 
adopted. 


Election of Directors 


Under the procedure in this Association, the Directors 
from the provinces outside of Ontario are elected in ad-

I am particularly pleased 
to see sO many new members and to extend to them a 
warm welcome from this Association, and I trust that 
they may be a tower of strength in promoting our favourite 
breed of cattle.

It was a most difficult task for the Judge at the last 
Royal, as he was handicapped with All-Americans to con- 
sider and his placings at the previous Waterloo Exhibition. 
If we are to avoid prejudices, I am of the opinion that an 
American Judge is best for our Royal Winter Fair. More 
than one judge is slow and unsatisfactory, though possibly 
a consulting judge would be advisable. In aldition to show 





The year which has just passed has 
maintained a period of depression 
which has been world wide in its 
scope. We believe, however, that bet- 
ter times are appearing. Confidence 
has been renewed, commerce and in- 
dustry are more active, our banks 
have preserved their stability, unem- 
ployment has decreased and people 
are now realizing that work and econ- 
omy are still the best and perhaps the 
decisive factors in our return to pros- 
perity. 

Of considerable interest to us at the 
present time is the experiment which 
is being carried on in the country to 
the south of us by President Roose- 
velt. Many critics claim that his plans 
to bring back prosperity are indirect 
and impractical. His step in the direc- 
tion of limiting private ownership and 
private: profit in the interest of 
the country at large, and which is 
the outstanding feature of his policy for the bringing in 
of a new and better era, is one which I think deserves our 
encouragement and best wishes for its success. As is the 
case with all near neighbors, our welfare in Canada is 
affected by favourable conditions in the United States. 


With the low prices that have prevailed for dairy prod- 
ucts and livestock in general, it has been a rather difficult 
time for our farmers. Yet, I believe, breeders of purebred 
Holsteins who have maintained and improved their herds 
have come through this depression very well. 


It is very gratifying that this has been a successful 
year for our Association. Although a reduction was made 
in the registration fees, our income from this source was 
very much higher than anticipated. This, of course, was 
largely due to the moratorium on penalty fees. Due to the 
splendid financial condition of our Association, the Execu- 
tive and Directors felt that the year’s income be spent in 
helping our breeders in every way possible. Much credit 
is due our Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. Clemons, and his ef- 
ficient staff for their excellent service. 


The past year has seen many outstanding events in 
our Association and one of the first which I might mention 
is the National Sale held in April, which was most suc- 
cessful. Even though the average price per head was 
slightly lower than last year it was considered better in 
view of prevailing conditions. Particular interest centred 
on the Mount Victoria entry which sold at twelve hundred 
dollars to an American buyer. During the month of June 
a number of successful Field Days were held under the 
capable management of our Director of Extension Service, 
Mr. Faith, and I regret that illness in my family at that 
time prevented me from attending these events. As usual 
the Canadian National Exhibition brought out splendid 
Holstein exhibits. Those who attended the Royal Winter 
Fair will agree that it was the greatest show of high class 
Holstein cattle ever held in Canada, if not the whole 
world. A large number of the very best entries from 
United States combined with our finest Canadian ex- 
hibits made a wonderful display. Although our Canadian 
entries did not win as many of the major awards as we had 
anticipated special mention should be made of the Grand 
Champion cow exhibited by the C. P. R. Farms, Strath- 
more, Alberta, and our congratulations are extended to 
them and particularly to Mr. Art. Hay, who developed this 
wonderful cow. Our congratulations are also extended to 
Mr. Clarence Goodhue, Raymondale Farms, on winning with 
his All-American four-year-old cow. This cow was bred

ring winnings, many breeders have 
made distinguished Record of Per- 
formance records during the past year. 
To Mr. E. L. Sweet of Belmont, On- 
tario, goes the credit for breaking the 
Canadian and United States record for 
four-year-olds on twice-a-day milking, 
both in the 305 and the 365 day divi- 
sions. His Banostine Alcartra Norine 
198659, produced 1,137 lbs. of butter in 
365 days and 970 lbs. in 305 days, both 
figures being substantially higher than 
those of the two previous record hold- 
ers. Special mention should also be 
made of that great Prince Edward 
Island cow, Jean Abbekerk Pontiac, 
owned and developed by Mr. W. R. 
Bovyer, to whom we extend our con- 
gratulations. This cow, graded Gold 
Medal, in six lactation periods has pro- 
duced 129,669 lbs. milk, 4,993 lbs. but- 
terfat with an average test of 3.86% 
and with a record just completed 
makes her one of the highest life- 
time record Holstein cows in the world. Of 
course she is headed by the great Ontario cow, Spring- 
bank Snow Countess. 


Many other breeders have developed cows with splen- 
did records this past year and to such men we pay tribute. 
Now that we have established a fine type of Holstein cow 
with good records, I believe our next great improvement 
is the development of better udders and I believe that our 
judges should give this more consideration before making 
their decisions. Another feature of this past year has 
been the Better Bull Bonus Policy and many of our breed- 
ers have taken advantage of this measure in securing herd 
sires. It is my opinion that there is likely to be a shortage 
of good dairy bulls in the near future and we would be 
well advised to preserve as many of our good old bulls 
as possible. 


Before concluding, I should like to say a few words 
particularly to the younger breeder. If he has an ideal 
and to this adds intense interest, very little capital is 
required to become successful. It is of supreme import- 
ance to procure a good herd sire and a few young females 
of the right type. Then by careful breeding, careful feed- 
ing and careful weeding, we have laid the cornerstones for 
a successful stockman. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Secretary and the 
Executive for their support and assistance during my term 
of office and to thank the Association for their kind con- 
sideration and the great honor in electing me President.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-TREASURER 
The report which we are privileged to present, cover- 
ing the year 1933, is one that exceeds the expectations of 
even the most optimistic. Any time that a breed Associa- 
tion creates a new record in the number of registrations 
issued, it is a tribute to the popularity of that breed and 
when entirely new levels are reached in the face of con- 
ditions such as existed in the past year, this popularity is 
established beyond a question of doubt. The record num- 
ber of Holstein-Friesian cattle registered during 1933 re 
flects unmistakably the faith and confidence which thou- 
sands of breeders in the Dominion of Canada have in 
their chosen breed and in view of the somewhat brighter 
economic and industrial picture, we are looking forward 
with reasonable hope to an era of steady progress. 
The moratorium on penalty fees, which was in effect 
from March Ist to June Ist, was enthusiastically received 
by the breeders and, as its sponsors had hoped, it helped 
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to reinstate many good breeders who had allowed their 
registrations to lapse. The total number of animals that 
were registered under the moratorium regulation was 6,211 
and indirectly it was also responsible for the registration 
of many young animals. While it may be regarded es an 
unqualified success, it is only fair to point out that it is 
@ measure which is distinctly unfair to the many breeders 
who keep their registrations up to date, pay their fees 
promptly and support the Association from year to year. 
As an emergency measure in a time of unusual difficulties, 
it has served its purpose and is justified but in fairness 
to the men who form the backbone of this organization, it 
should never be repeated except in a time of national 
crisis such as that from which we are now emerging. 

Registrations showed an increase of 22% and reached 
a total of 25,801 as against 21,076 in 1932. This is the 
greatest number of registration certificates ever issued in 
one year in the history of the Association and represents 
a gain of approximately 8% over the previous peak of 
24,000 established in 1929. Exactly the same number of 
bulls were registered in 1933 as in 1932, four thousand, 
while certificates were issued for 21,801 females, an in- 
crease of 4,725. 


Transfers reflected a reduced export demand and a 
continuance of the slowness which has prevailed in the 
local trade, with the result that ‘the total number was 
reduced to 14,853, representing a loss of about 8%. The 
Province of Ontario practically carried the entire loss, as 
Quebec and Alberta showed gains in the number of ani- 
mals transferred and the other Provinces had no material 
change. Prospects for another year are somewhat brighter 
and it seems reasonable to expect that the trend will be 
vnward from now on. 


A total of 849 breeders joined the Association in 1933, 
which is by far the largest number of new members ever 
accepted in one year. The number of members who failed 
to pay their annual dues and were, consequently, struck off 
the active list of members totalled 364, which left a net 
increase in membership of 485 or approximately 12%. Our 
total membership now stands at 4,627 and a glance at the 
table “Membership by Provinces” shows clearly the prog- 
ress made in each section during the year. The electoral 
district of Western Ontario gained 228 members and as a 
result will be entitled to five Directors for the year 1935, 
instead of four as has hereto prevailed.

The Department of Selective Registration received con- 
siderable impetus this year from the new Bull Bonus 
Policy which was put into effect in the Province of Ontario 
about the first of June. Largely as a result of this 
Policy, the number of bulls inspected jumped to 387 as 
compared with 214 in 1932, an increase of approximately 
80%. The number of cows inspected was 579, somewhat 
less than in previous years. Through the use of more in- 
spectors, the cost of inspection was reduced considerably 
and the Department was practically self-supporting, es- 
pecially taking into consideration the fact that the in- 
spectors did considerable Extension Service work on their 


inspection trips. 

The number of cows qualifying in the Record of Per- 
formance continued to show improvement and the total 
of 2,323 is approximately 10% better than the 1932 figure. 
For the past eleven years there has practically been a 
steady increase in R. O. P. testing, averaging about 16% 
per year and indications point to more rapid improvement 
in the future. Now that production requirements are neces- 
sary in the show ring and for the sale of bulls under the 
Federal Provincial Bull Bonus Policy, there is more reason 
than ever before for each breeder to make a start in the 
R. O. P. It is interesting to note that of all the cows 
tested last year, 74% or practically three-quarters of the 
total, were in the twice-a-day milking divisions. 
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For the first time in six years, a change was made in 
the personnel of the office girls, due to the marriage of the 
typist and French stenographer, Miss Phyllis Taylor, who 
had served the Association faithfully and well for a period 
of 9 years. In order to handle the increasingly heavy 
French correspondence, it was necessary to fill her place 
with a bilingual stenographer and consequently Miss Mar- 
guerete Nussey of Hudson Heights, Quebec, was added to 
the staff on October ist and is now fitting nicely into the 
work of the office. The maintenance of a registry Associa- 
tion is a distinctly specialized business and requires con- 
siderable special training, consequently, the value of a 
staff with long years of experience in the work is a tre- 
mendous asset to the Secretary and to the organization as 
a whole. 


We were honored during the year by visits from Mr. 
H. V. Noyes and Mr. Houghton Seaverns, Chairman of 
Finance and Secretary-Treasurer respectively of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. A comparison of 
the cost of operation in the American and Canadian offices 
revealed such a difference in our favor that they wished 
to thoroughly analyse our system, both from the standpoint 
of accuracy and expense, and, if possible, bring their costs 
more in line with ours. As a result of their study, they 
decided to adopt our system in its entirety and put it into 
effect in their office with the necessary modifications to 
suit their different conditions. At their request, our Ac- 
countant, Mr. J. L. Pocock, was sent down to Brattleboro, 
Vermont, to assist in working out the details of the change 
and while the tremendous accumulation of work in their 
office, caused by their moratorium, has made a complete 
change impossible at this time, they have gone as far as 
possible and are planning to make further adjustments as 
circumstances permit. In connection with the compliment 
paid us by our American friends, great credit is due to 
Mr. Pocock, who is the father of our present accounting 
system and, as such, is in no small way responsible for 
the service which the staff has been able to render. His 
books are a model of neatness and accuracy and his willing- 
ness to serve cheerfully at all time has done much to 


maintain the excellent spirit of co-operation which exists 
in your office. 


Mr. A. G. M. Bruyns of Limehouse, Ontario, is present- 
ing a resolution urging that this Association take the initia- 
tive in establishing a closer co-operation between the 
breeders of black and white cattle in the various countries, 
which would, of course, be desirable. One of the great 
stumbling blocks is the fact that the requirements for 
registration are vastly different in the various Associa- 
tions and Societies and before close co-operation or reci- 
procity in registrations can be achieved, these require- 
ments must be made more uniform. Personally, we would 
like very much to see a committee appointed to study our 
registration system, as compared with that of the other 
countries, and bring in a recommendation to the next 
annual meeting embodying whatever changes they feel 
would be in the best interests of the breed in Canada. 
It has been our opinion for several years that a higher 
standard of registration is required and if changes were 
made that would bring us nearer to the other systems, 
then Mr. Bruyns’ ideal of close co-operation would be more 
easily realized. If our registration system could be amended 
so that inferior animals would not be accepted, it would 
be a wonderful thing, both for the breed and for the 
breeders, and a Committee could well be appointed to give 
it serious and unremitting consideration in connection with 
and as a part of Mr. Bruyns’ resolution. 


On behalf of the staff, I would like to thank my many 
breeders, and a committee could well be appointed to give 
their appreciation of the service which they received. It 
has been our aim to improve this service at every oppor- 


tunity and we hope that our efforts have been and will be 
successful. 


On the following pages may be found a detailed report 
covering R. O. P. work, the printing of the Herd and Year 
Books, etc. In addition, there are two interesting tables, 
one showing the number of certificates issued during 1933 
in the various divisions and the other showing the dis- 
tribution by Provinces of registrations, transfers, member- 
ship and receipts in 1933 as compared with 1932.

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REPORT OF THE RECORD OF PERFORMANCE 
FOR THE YEAR 1933 

During the year 1933, 1,264 cows qualified in the 365- 
day division of the Record of Performance test, bringing 
the total number up to 11,049. Of these, 834 were in Sub- 
division B. (twice-a-day milking). 

During the year 1933, 1,059 cows qualified in the 3065- 
day division of the Record of Performance test, bringing 
the total number up to 6,361. Of these, 873 were in Sub- 
division B. (twice-a-day milking). 

One hundred and seven bulls qualified for certificates 
by siring four Record of Performance progeny, bringing 
the total number up to 857. 

THE HERD BOOK AND THE YEAR BOOK 

Volume XXXVI of the Herd Book, containing the regis- 
trations of 21,076 animals, was completed and ready for 
distribution early in June, about a month earlier than 
usual. It was the first Herd Book in Canada to be printed 
by Photo-Reproduction and the cost of its issuance was 
lessened materially. The book is quite satisfactory for all 
practical purposes and the same method is being followed 
for the printing of Volume XXXVII, which will contain the 
record number of 25,876 registrations. 

In accordance with the usual policy of only printing 
the Year Book on alternate years, the Board of Directors 
decided that no Year Book would be printed in 1933. Rec- 
ords made since the issuance of Volume XVI have been 
published in the Monthly R. O. P. Bulletin, copies of which 
are available to any member of the Association upon 
request.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 

At the beginnine of the year 1933, the Finance Com- 
mittee adopted a budget which was designed to allow 
only enough operating profit to cover the usual write-off 
for depreciation. In view of the excellent financial condi- 
tion of the Association, it was felt that it was no time 
to retrench, but rather to spend the entire year’s income 
with a view to helping the breeder when it was most 
needed. 

Unfortunately, the Committee had no means of es- 
timating accurately how much extra registration work the 
moratorium on penalty fees would bring in, nor how far 
this extra work would compensate for the reduced fees. 
It was considered that the extra work would balance the 
reduced fees but there was such an enthusiastic response 
to the moratorium that all records for registration were 
broken and the income was considerably higher than an- 
ticipated. For this reason, the Financial Statement shows 
a substantial operating profit, which although gratifying, 
is not what the Committee had counted upon. However, 


the circumstances which prevailed in 1933 were not normal 
and another year it will be possible to judge more exactly 
the revenue which will be available for the various services 
and eliminate the creation of any further surplus. 

During the past few years the proper depreciation has 
been written off the Association’s property, but no part 
of the assets has been earmarked to balance this deprecia- 
tion. This year the Committee, with the approval of the 
Auditor, has established a depreciation reserve fund which, 
from now on, will include the depreciation written off each 
year. In this way, when replacement is necessary in any 
Department, the funds will be available and earmarked 
for the purpose, which will be an added advantage in that 
the insurance costs will be steadily lower. It is proposed 
to also transfer to the depreciation reserve sufficient funds 
from the general assets to balance the depreciation which 
has been written off in ‘the past. This is entirely a matter 
of bookkeeping but the Committee wishes the members 
to understand the provisions which they are making for 
the future. 

In the face of a probable decrease in revenue, a graded 
scale of cuts was put into effect in the office at the first 
of the year and a considerable saving was also made by a 
reduction in the grant for Extension Service. Each major 
item of expenditure came in for careful analysis and it 
can safely be said that never in the history of the Associa- 
tion has the spending of.each dollar been more closely 
checked. 

In line with the feeling of the Directors that the funds 
of the Association should be invested in recognized trust 
securities, the Committee decided to transfer the money 
which was invested in Common stocks into Government 
bonds and thus take the Association’s assets out of the 
more speculative field. In the investment of any further 
surplus funds the Committee were unanimous that Common 
etocks should not be considered, consequently, there was 
no justification for allowing trust funds to remain in this 
type of investment simply because they had been placed 
there by a previous Committee. 

There follows herewith a statement of the Receipts 
and Expenditures, Revenue Account and Assets and Lia- 
bilities.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF EXTENSION 


During the year 1933 the Extension Committee, through 
its central office and field service, endeavored in every 
way it possibly could, to extend the breeders, greater and 
more useful service at less cost to the Association, and 
in no small way it achieved what it set out to do. Fi- 
nancially, it came through the year with an expenditure 
considerably less ‘than $15,000.00 as against an outlay of 
$21,871.00 the previous year, and the all time high record 
amount of $31,058.00 spent in 1929. 
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In programme of work laid out and results accom- 
plished, definite progress was made. It ought to be re- 
membered, however, that the structural activity of other 
years helped in a very material way the advancement and 
development which took place in 1933. 

The year, of course, was One that caused the Commit- 
tee considerable anxiety on account of the depression being 
felt probably more severely than at any other time in its 
history. Largely responsible tor that worry was the ever 
present danger of the breeder losing courage through 
markets for cattle, milk, cheese and butter, failing to hold 
on a basis equal to his expectations. Constant thought 
was, therefore, concentrated on how the situation might 
be met and conquered. The outcome of ‘this course of 
action was, that the morale of the breeder was sustained 
and his markets maintained in volume comparable with, 
and at a level of prices, slightly higher than the figures 
which had prevailed the year before. 

For the first time during the ten-year period that Ex- 
tension work has been carried on by the Association, the 
experiment was tried of delegating to each of the prov- 
inces outside Ontario, control of its own propaganda, with 
full and complete use of the money provided through the 
appropriation. The office of the Committee was, therefore, 
only called upon ‘to function as a clearing house for sug- 
gestions, which from time to time were submitted for ap- 
proval by the various provincial Associations. It also gave 
initiative for leadership in every way it could with a view 
to co-ordinating the work and building for its continuity. 

Projects Supported 

A number of projects considered of primary importance 
in the development and future welfare of the breed were 
given special attention by the office. The major of these 
included Record of Pe-formance work, testing for the con- 
trol of bovine tuberculosis, the improvement of herds 
through the use of better bulls, organizing calf clubs, pro- 
moting a more profitable market for milk, blood-testing 
to ascertain the prevalence of Bang’s disease, and getting 
the material ready for a new Judging Manual. In addi- 
tion to all the work which has been referred to, a large 
number of new breeders’ clubs were started, the export 
trade looked after, field days helped, the inspectors routed 
in connection with Selective Registry, the press supplied 


with new articles, and Ferd surveys conducted in three 
different provinces. 
With regard to organization work, a new Provincial 


Association was formed in Quebec, and twelve Breeders’ 


Clubs started. The Committee has now in operation 
throughout Canada, eight Provincial Associations and 


fifty-one Breeders’ Clubs, and all are functioning in a most 
satisfactory way. 
Record of Performance 
Record of Performance work accounted for seventy-one 
breeders entering their herds under the Federal Policy for 
the first time, distributed by provinces as follows: Ontario 
40; Quebec 16; New Brunswick 2; Prince Edward Island 
3; Manitoba 5; Saskatchewan 2 and Alberta 3. During 
the five years that R. O. P. work has been directly under 
the supervision of the Extension Committee, 9,287 cows 
and heifers have been qualified. The annual gain made 
in this work since 1929 has shown remarkably good prog- 
ress as indicated by the following figures: 


1929—1,268 Certificated issued 
1930—1,517 Certificates issued 
1931—1,953 Certificates issued 
1932—2,234 Certificates issued 
1933—2,323 Certificates issued 


Herd Sire Demonstrations 
As a means to improving the herds through the use 
of better bulls, several herd sire demonstrations were 
held during the summer months. These attracted favor- 
able attention, and brought the results expected. Re- 
ferring to these demonstrations editorially, the Farmer’s 
Advocate carried the following in its issue of July 27th: 


“Something unique in breed improvement work 
was undertaken by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion this month when the Department of Exten- 
sion conducted herd bull demonstrations on the 
farms of four prominent Holstein breeders, picked 
their herd sires to pieces, figuratively speaking, 
pictured the ideal Holstein sire and demonstrated 
with progeny the capacity of a herd bull for good 
or evil. The large attendance in each case was 
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conclusive proof that Holstein breeders are inter- 
ested in herd improvement through the use of 
better sires, and the large percentage of boys and 
young men was convincing evidence that educa- 
tion combined with the new Federal Provincial 
Bull Policy will induce the younger generation of 
prospective buyers to demand more in a bull than 
a pedigree and a ring in his nose. 

“There is no doubt that cattle raisers and 
dairymen in Canada could increase their gross 
revenue by millions of dollars annually through 
the use of good sires alone, and any breed society 
that undertakes this kind of educational work is 
making a valuable contribution to the live stock 
industry.” 


Calf Clubs 

Calf Clubs received the usual amount of attention and 
considerable headway was made with these Junior organi- 
zations, as approximately 1,000 boys and girls were drawn 
into the work with Holstein calves, both pure breds and 
grades about equally divided. The membership at large 
throughout the country is now well over the 2,000 mark, 
and this new generation of breeders is being looked for- 
ward to, as likely to become a most valuable asset to the 
Association in the years that lie ahead. 


Blood Testing 

In order to meet the market requirements both in 
Canada and abroad, an active campaign was centered on 
getting as many breeders as could be persuaded to bring 
their herds under the Federal Policy for the control of 
Bang’s Disease, and with a view to accomplishing the ob- 
jective in mind, private testing was carried on by the 
Committee, through the services of Mr. R. M. Holtby, who 
took samples of blood from 4,657 head involving 216 herds. 
Following Mr. Holtby’s work, a large number of these 
herds were signed up Federally and many have now had 
from one to three clean tests. 

Marketing Milk 

During the year a great deal of study was undertaken 
in the interests of widening the market for Holstein milk. 
In this connection class room work was carried on in 23 
of the large schools of Toronto, which reached 11,551 
pupils and teachers with talks about the breed, the value 
of Holstein milk in the diet, etc. Other means were also 
employed, but as all the details covering the later investi- 
gations and developments will not be completed by the 
time this report goes to press, further announcement will 
have to be delayed until the time of the annual meeting. 

New Judging Manual 

The only publication issued during the year was a 
“Judging Manual on Holstein Cattle,” and the repeat re- 
quests which have already been received for this little 
booklet from Agricultural Colleges, Experiment Stations in 
the United States and others in charge of judging classes, 
have been most gratifying to the office. 

Literature Distributed 

The general distribution of educational matter exceeded 
that of any other year. Teachers and schools were supplied 
with true type pictures, the history of the breed, produc- 
tion records, etc.; a large number of distributors got the 
booklet on Holstein milk; prospects for the purchase of 
cattle obtained leaflets, while more than four thousand 
news articles, extending in length from a paragraph to 
well over a column, were mailed out to the press of Canada 
and the United States. The newspapers and farm pub- 
lications gave generously of their space, and for that splen- 
did cooperation received, the Committee has every reason 
to feel deeply grateful. 


Export Trade 

While the export trade fell off somewhat, the shipment 
nevertheless of 2,966 head to foreign countries, considering 
prevailing conditions, was decidedly creditable. It brought 
business into the country which had the effect of stabiliz- 
ing the home market for cattle, and in addition, played a 
part in encouraging breeders, not only to carry on, but as 
well to improve their herds. It is also worthy of note to 
observe that this foreign trade has taken during the past 
five years 20,377 head of Canadian pure bred Holstein 
cattle. 3 


A New Outlook 
The Committee ever on the alert for new markets, en- 
deavored through negotiations to have a trial shipment of 
pure bred Holstein cows sent to England under the Im- 
perial Trade Conference agreement, the purpose, of course, 
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to determine the requirements of that market, and to what 
extent it might reasonably be used. The efforts of the 
Committee in that direction were rewarded during the 
latter part of December, when arrangements were com- 
pleted with the Ontario Marketing Board, and the Oxford 
County Holstein Breeders’ Club, for a shipment of heavy- 
in-calf cows of a most desirable type, to go forward under 
the salesmanship of Mr. R. M. Holtby who accompanied 
the exportation which left St. John, N. B. on January 24th. 
Mr. Holtby, who is now in England, has been asked to 
make a thorough study of the market and on his return a 
full and complete resume of his report will be sent out 
to all the breeders’ clubs and provincial associations. In 
the meantime and until Mr. Holtby gets back, further 
plans will be laid in order that immediate action may fol- 
low, should his report prove favorable. 


Selective Registration 

So far as Selective Registration work was concerned, it 
was found necessary in the province of Ontario particu- 
larly, to have the inspectors do far too much travelling for 
the amount of work that had to be done in classifying bulls, 
and recommendations are now being considered, with a 
view to eliminating the necessity of having to go back sev- 
eral times in a year, to do grading in a breeder’s herd. In 
all the other provinces, the service rendered was entirely 
satisfactory to the Committee, and apparently met all the 
needs of the breeder. 

This being the fifth consecutive annual report it has 
been the privilege of the Director of Extension to present 
for the consideration of the Board of Directors and the 
Annual Meeting, it is interesting to look back and recall, 
that each succeeding term in office has brought closer 
affiliation, support and cooperation on the part of all con- 
cerned. To the Chairman of the Committee therefore, his 
fellow members, the Secretary and his office staff, all those 
connected with the service, and the countless breeders 
who have helped the incumbent to advance the welfare of 
Holstein breeding in Canada, sincere appreciation is 
offered.

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Canada’s All-Americans 


WELVE years ago, following the show season of 1922, 
I the editor of Holstein-Friesian World asked W. S. 
Moscrip, who had officiated as Holstein judge that year 
at the National Dairy Show, Eastern States Expositon, the 
Pacific International and several other important fairs, to 
pick what was in his opinion the best representative of 
each of the regular Holstein classes shown that year to 
be designated as All-American. This was done and at- 
tracted so much favorable attention that the process has 
been repeated each year, the later selections being made 
by a committee consisting of the Holstein judges at the 
National, Waterloo, Eastern States and the Pacific Inter- 
national, with the editor of The World as an exofficio mem- 
ber of the committee. From the very beginning, a few 
animals were officially selected for reserve mention in a 
number of classes, and starting in 1927, a reserve selec- 
tion has been made in every class, with an occasional 
exception. Only the regular individual classes, and the 
Get and Produce have been included. 

Canadian Holsteins, from the very wveginning, have 
played an important part in these All-American and Re- 
serve selections, which have, of course, been limited to 
Holsteins shown in the United States and Canada. Both in 
1922 and 1923, the first two years of the All-American 
competition, and again in 1925 and 1926, show herds repre- 
senting the Province of Ontario were exhibited at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show; two different Canadian judges have 


served on the All-American committee; and starting in 
1924 a member of the All-American committee has _ of- 
ficiated as Holstein judge at the Royal Winter Fair of 


Canada every year except two and usually other members 
of the committee have been present at this great annual 
round-up of Canada’s best, as spectators and close ob- 
servers. 

The following table gives some idea of the All-American 
winnings of Canada during these twelve years of compe- 
tition: 


All-Americans Reserve 
Bred and Owned in Canada .... 27 29 
Bred Canada, Owned U.S. ...... 5 1 
- Bred U. S., Owned Canada ..... 6 3 


Of the fifty-odd animals and groups that have had All- 
American mentiou, more than once each, including re- 
serves seventeen have Canadian affiliations, eleven being 
bred and owned in Canada, two bred in Canada and owned 
in the United States, and four bred in the United States 
and owned in Canada. These include the bull, Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst, who won half of his six All-American 
and Reserve designations after he was purchased by Mount 
Victoria Farms; Triune Papoose Piebe, who won four of 
her six All-American designations after she was purchased 
by Mount Victoria Farms; the twice All-American bull, Sir 
Star Laura Segis, who was owned jointly by W. J. Elgie 
and Minnesota Holstein Co. when winning his All-Amer- 
ican honors and was later sold to A. C. Hardy; May Walker 
Inka Segis, who was purchased by Senator Hardy after 
she had once been named All-American, and who won this 
honor again for him; DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, a twice 
All-American bull that was bred by the Houcks and sold 
to the United States before his first showing; Sir Romeo 
Mildred Colantha, who won one All-American designation 
after being shown by his breeders, Haley & Co., and was 
then sold to the United States, where he won second AIll- 
American. 

Animals bred and owned in Canada that have won 
more than one All-American award include the three times 
All-American bull, Sir Francy Mercena Burke, owned by 
D. A. McPhee; the twice All-American female, Alcartra Co- 
lantha Ormsby, owned by J. W. Innes & Sons; the twice 
All-American females, Sally Francy and Netherland Queen 
Pluto, both owned by Raymondale Farm: the twice All- 
American female, Colony Flood Colantha, bred and owned 
by Colony Farm; and the twice All-American Produce of 
Aaggie Sylvia, owned by J. W. Innes & Sons. This Prod- 
uce, by the way, was made up of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 
and his sister, Aaggie Sylvia 3rd, each of whom have 
been once All-American and once Reserve in the individual 
classes. 

Another female that has been once All-American and 
once Reserve is Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, owned by 
Mount Victoria Farms; and C. P. R. Supply Farm has 
brought out two different bulls of their own breeding, 
Strathmore C. Koba Fairchild and Strathmore McKinley 
Senator, that have each been twice Reserve 





Canada has also produced some great family combina- 
tions of All-Americans. There is Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
already mentioned, who has himself been four times All- 
American and twice Reserve and who has an All-American 
daughter, an All-American granddaughter, a Reserve All- 
American Get, a Reserve All-American son, two Reserve 
All-American granddaughters and a Reserve All-American 
grandson. 

Then there is Brookholm Inka, former Raymondale herd 
sire, who has himself been Reserve All-American and a 
member of an All-American Produce, and who has three 
All-American sons, one of which, in turn, has a Reserve 
All-American son, completing the only three-generation 
group of animals with All-American or Reserve mention. 

The Innes cow, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, is the only 
twice All-American female to have an All-American daugh- 
ter. Aaggie Sylvia, who was shown by McGhee Bros. for 
Reserve All-American four-year-old in 1922, is the only cow 
with All-American mention to have a twice All-American 
Produce and the only such cow to have two different off- 
spring that have each had All-American mention more than 
once, 


Canadian owners have had one or more All-Americans 
in every class, with the exception of heifer calf and Get 
of Sire and they have had one Reserve All-American 
heifer calf and three Reserve Gets. 

In the Aged Cow class they have had Oakhurst Colantha 
Abbekerk (Mount Victoria) in 1927, Alcartra Colantha 
Ormsby (Innes) in 1928, Sally Francy (Raymondale) in 
1929 and Triune Papoose Piebe (Mount Victoria) in 1931. 
Sara Ann Duplicate, All-American aged cow in 1925, was 
bred in Canada. 

In the four-year-old class there is Sally Francy (Ray- 
mondale) in 1928, Triune Papoose Piebe (Mount Victoria) 
in 1930 and Netherland Queen Pluto (Raymondale) in 1933. 

In the three-year-old class we find Aaggie Sylvia 3rd 
(Innes) in 1928, Triune Papoose Piebe (Mount Victoria) 
in 1929 and Colony Flood Colantha (Colony Farm) in 1932. 

Among the two-year-olds are Alcartra Colantha Ormsby 
(Innes) in 1925, May Walker Inka Segis (Hardy) in 1927, 
Triune Papoose Piebe (Mount Victoria) in 1928, and 
Colony Flood Colantha (Colony) in 193 Strathmore Ruby 
Matchless, Canadian bred, was All-American two-year-old 
in 1930 for Dunloggin of Maryland. 

The lone senior yearling heifer is Lady Posch Susie 
(Haley & Lee) in 1925, but there is a good list of junior 
yearlings—C. V. Alcartra Toitilla Ormsby (Innes) in 1926, 
Netherland Queen Pluto (Raymondale) in 1930 and Hays’ 
Hartog Hellener (Hays & Co., Ltd.,) in 193 

Johanna Rag Apple Pabst (Mount Victoria) is the only 
Canadian aged bull that has ever been named All-Amer- 
ican, but the Houck-bred DeCreamCo Calamity Posch was 
All-American aged bull in 1931 for Maytag Dairy Farms of 
Iowa. There are two three-year-olds, Sir Francy Mer- 
cena Burke (McPhee) in 1925 and Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 
(Innes) in 1927. The two-year-old bull representation con- 
sists of Sir Francy Mercena Burke in 1924,-unless we also 
count Sir Star Laura Segis in 1926, when W. J. Elgie owned 
an interest in him. We will also have to credit this bull 
to Elgie as a senior yearling in 1925 if Canada is to be 
represented in that class, although the Canadian-bred Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha was All-American senior yearling 
for John Bell of Pennsylvania in 1923. He was bred by 
Haley & Lee. 


Canada has a good lot of junior yearling bulls in the 
All-American list—Sir Franey Mercena Burke (McPhee) 
in 1923, Brookholm Inka 27th (Raymondale) in 1929 and 
Strathmore Wayne Koba (C. P. R.) in 1931, besides the 
Canadian bred and U. S. owned DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch in 1927. Bull calves are also strong, with Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha (Haley & Lee) in 1922, Brook- 
holm Inka 13th( Raymondale) in 1927, Lonsdale Sir Inka 
Abbekerk (M. L. McCarthy) in 1928 and Strathmore Mce- 
Kinley Emperor (C. P. R.) in 1932. 


The Produce of Miss Aaggie Johanna Mercedes, con- 
sisting of Brookholm Inka and his sister, was All-Amer- 
ican for Raymondale in 1925 and that of Aaggie Sylvia for 
Innes both in 1927 and 1928. As already mentioned, there 
have been no All-American Gets for Canada, but Reserve 
Gets include Echo Hartog Mercedes (Wm. Jones & Sons) 
in 1930, Matchless Sylvius (C. P. R.) in 1931 and Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst (Mount Victoria) in 193:

tion records. The Record of Merit system for record- 

ing official records for seven and thirty days was 
adopted in 1901, by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, similar to the Advanced Registry of the sister 
association in the United States and by the time the first 
year book was published in 1912, seven different cows had 
made seven-day records from 30 to 38 lbs. butter. In 1907 
the Canadian Association cooperated with the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture in sponsoring the Record of 
Performance test, the first record above 800 lbs. fat or 
1,000 lbs. butter being that of May Echo. Testing con- 
tinued vigorously in both R. O. M. and R. O. P. and May 
Echo Sylvia, a granddaughter of May Echo, became the 
first cow to produce over 1,000 lbs. milk in seven days 
under official supervision, a record that has never yet been 
equalled. 


With the gradual decline of short time testing, Canadian 
Holstein breeders, with the active support and encourage- 
ment of their association and of their government, in- 
creased their work in R. O. P. and today on the list of the 
great yearly producers of all ages and breeds in North 
America, Canadian Holsteins rank first, second, fifth, sixth 
and seventh. In three of the four classes on four-time 
milking—mature, four-year-old and _ three-year-old,—the 
Canadian Champion is also champion of North America. 


With the adoption of Subdivision B for twice-a-day 
milking, many Canadian breeders turned to his more 
economic form of testing and many others practiced three- 
time milking in spite of the fact that the association has 
never officially recognized a three-time subdivision and 
such records must necessarily compete with those of cows 
milked four times a day. 

Comparing the work of Canadian Holsteins in Sub- 
division B with that of United States Holsteins in the 
corresponding Classification C, we find that in the yearly 
division Canadians rank second and third in the full aged 
class, fourth place going to a Canadian bred Holstein that 
started her record in Canada and finished it in the United 
States. Canadians also rank first and third in the four- 
year-old class, first in the three-year-old class and third 
and fourth in the two-year-old class. In the Ten Months 
Division, Canadians rank first and second in the aged 
class, first in the four-year-old class, fifth in the three-year- 
old class and first and second in the two-year-old class. 

Very much in the public eye right now is the Canadian 
producer, Springbank Snow Countess, bred and owned by 


C “tion reco Holsteins have long been noted for produc- 


Springbank Farm, T. R. Dent owner, who during the past 
year recaptured for the Holstein breed the proud title of 
lifetime champion over all breeds, completing her eighth 
consecutive R. O. P. record with a total of 7,982 lbs. fat. 
She is the only cow of any bred anywhere in the world 
with five records above 1,000 lbs. fat, seven averaging over 
1,000 lbs. fat or eight averaging over 900 lbs. fat (997.75 
lbs. fat.) 


Another great year after year producer in Canada is 
Jean Abbekerk Pontiac, owned by W. R. Bovyer of Prince 
Edward Island. She was not tested until she was five 
years old when she made a record, mostly on three-time 
milking of 948 lbs. fat, which was followed by six consecu- 
tive Subdivision B records averaging over 800 lbs. fat, and 
giving her a total for the seven records of 5,822 Ibs. fat. 
Her record made at eleven years old of 896 lbs. fat in Sub- 
division B is the second highest in Canada in this sub- 
division, beaten only by Maud Abbekerk Helbon 2nd with 
924 lbs. fat and beaten in the United States by only one 
two-timer, Winterthur Boast Ormsby Ganne with 1,004.2 
lbs. fat. 


The closest rival of “Jean” on two-time work is the 
Canadian bred cow, Louise De Kol Korndyke, who was re- 
registered in the U. S.as Butter Lass Louise of Baker Farm 
after being purchased by Baker Farm of New Hampshire, In 
the herd of Douglas Hart she made two Subdivision B rec- 
ords of 786 and 850 lbs. fat, respectively, and was about 
four months along on another when she was purchased 
by Baker Farm and continued on test in American Class 
C. Although she gets no official credit for a record made 
partly in Canada and partly in the United States, her total 
for the 365-day period on two-time milking was 892 lbs. 
fat, or just under Jean’s largest record. She later made 
a Class C record at 11 years old of 707 lbs. fat, qualifying 
for the 305-day division and giving her a total for four 
consecutive lactations on two-time milking of 3,235 Ibs.

Canada’s highest record cow, and in fact the highest 
record cow of any breed in North America is De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie, developed at Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, 
Quebec, who made an R. O. P. record of 1,384 lbs. fat from 
33,464.7 lbs. milk. At the same time she was run on 
strictly official test under the joint supervision of the 
Canadian and American Associations, her strictly official 
figures being 1,349.31 lbs. fat or slightly under the R. O. 
P. figures but still higher than any other cow. In an earlier 
lactation she made an R. O. P. record of 1,190 lbs. fat, with 
strictly official figures of 1,151.48 lbs. fat. No other cow 
has ever approached this showing for two years’ work. 


Several other Canadian Holsteins. have made two rec- 
ords above 1,000 lbs. fat. They include Lady Roberts Co- 
lantha, world’s champion three-year-old with 1,175 lbs. fat, 
who came back at maturity with 1,130 lbs. fat, both rec- 
ords being above 1,400 Ibs. butter; Maggie Calamity Har- 
tog with 1,096 lbs. fat at four years and 1,038 lbs. fat at 
full age; and Topsy Korndyke Segis, with 1,128 lbs. fat at 
full age and exactly 1,000 lbs. fat at four years. 


The only breeder in the world to develop two cows 
with records above 1,200 lbs. fat or 1,500 lbs. butter is the 
Dominion Experimental Farm at Agassiz, B. C., where 
Agassiz Segis May Echo made 1,345 lbs. fat (second high- 
est in North America for all breeds) and Agassiz Pietje 
Inka Sylvia made 1,257 lbs. fat. Another 1,200-lb. fat pro- 
ducer in Canada is Manor Keyes Bettina, with 1,251 lbs. 
fat as a four-year-old, the highest record on the world for 
his age. Canada’s first 1,200-lb. fat producer was Bella 
Pontiac with 1,270 lbs. fat, highest in the world when made. 


In all, Canada has twenty-eight cows and heifers that 
have exceeded 1,000 lbs. fat, they having made 38 records 
of 1,000 lbs. fat or better. Of these, 16 were developed in 
Ontario, four in Quebec, three in British Columbia, two in 
Saskatchewan, and one each in Prince Edward Island, 
Alberta and Nova Scotia. All of them were bred in Canada 
and nine other cows of Canadian breeding have been sold 
to the United States where they made 1,000-lb. fat records. 


- Canada’s leading sires of high record daughters are 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Pioneer Snow Korndyke, 
each with seven daughters from 800 to over 1,000 Ibs. fat: 
also Prince Colanthus Abbekerk with six daughters above 
800 lbs. fat, two of them above 1,000 lbs. fat. Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst, with his entire list averaging over 4% 
test, is much in the current lime-light as a sire of high pro- 
duction. 


Another with two daughters above 1,000 lbs. fat is Sir 
Pietertje Posch DeBoer, and another, bred in the United 
States but developed in Canada is Finderne King May 
Fayne with two daughters and a granddaughter above 
1,000 lbs. fat.

vance by mail vote of their members, and the only direc- 
tors elected at the annual meeting itself are the eight 
from Ontario, these being elected by ballot by the Ontario 
members present. The Province of Ontario is divided into 
an eastern and a western section with four directors from 
each. The Eastern contingent had no opposition, the fol- 
lowing being nominated and elected: Fred W. Hubbs of 
Bloomfield, A. J. Tamblyn of Orono, James Henderson of 
Portsmouth, and J. W. Ewart of Perth. There were seven 
nominations for the four places in western Ontario, and 
the ballot resulted in the election of T. R. Dent, Wood- 
stock; T. O. Dolson, Brampton; H. W. Parkinson, Hagers- 
ville; J. D. Gale, Guelph. The directors for the other 
provinces previously elected were as follows: Prince 
Edward Island—H. J. Kennedy, Southport, P. E. I.; Nova 
Scotia—Walter S. Dickie, Truro, N. S.; New Brunswick—

The Banquet 

The annual banquet which followed the all-day meet- 
ing of the Association, drew an attendance, of which a 
goodly number were ladies, that filled to capacity one of 
the largest dining rooms in the Royal York Hotel, and 
featured as it had been as one of the outstanding events 
scheduled to take place in connection with the assembly 
of breeders from all over Canada, it ran true to form 
in all the phases that contributed to its popularity and 
success. Among those seated at the head table were, 
Past president, D. A. McPhee, who officiated as Chairman; 
President elect, W. L. Carr; Hon. T. L. Kennedy, Minister 
of Agriculture for Ontario; Dr. Horace Barton, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture for Canada; Dr. E. S. Archibald, 
Director of Experimental Farms for Canada; W. B. Somer- 
set, Chairman of the Ontario Marketing Board; the vice 
president of the Association; M. S. Prescott, publisher of 
the Holstein-Friesian World, and Joseph McCulley, prin- 
cipal of Pickering College, who was the guest-speaker of 
the evening. And then down in the Auditorium were 
noticed, several members of the Ontario Legislature, Super- 
intendents of branch experimental farms, Officials of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, and the Federal and Pro- 
vincial Departments of Agriculture. 


The carefully arranged programme of music, entertain- 
ments, and addresses was carried out in such a way that 
not even a dull moment was allowed to interfere with the 
proceedings which lasted for four hours exactly, and 
throughout, the artists in comedy, songs, and other amuse- 
ment, excelled to the extent that they received a tre- 
mendous ovation on each occasion of their appearance. 


Joseph McCulley, in his address stressed the import- 
ance of agricultural education and the need for further 
co-operative efforts on the part of farmers in general; Dr. 
E. S. Archibald praised the Holstein breeders at large for 
the skill and ability they had exercised in building the 
merits of the breed to higher levels in type, quality and 
production; Hon. T. L. Kennedy predicted a bright and 
promising future for those who have the courage to hold 
on during these trying times, through the development of 
new and more profitable markets which are now in sight; 
Dr. Barton promised the help of his department in further- 
ing the cause of improved breeding, while President-elect, 
W. L. Carr, asked for the assistance and support of all 
members and associates in aiding him to guide the affairs 
of the Association during the year, that greater work and 
expansion may be undertaken and accomplished. 
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A most pleasing incident in connection with the event 
was the presentation by the Secretary, George M. Clemons, 
of a Master Breeder’s Shield, to Thomas R. Dent, of 
Woodstock, who qualified for the coveted trophy by having 
bred 12 XX bulls, 12 Gold Medal cows, and 12 Excellent 
cows, the females with R. O. P. production sufficient to 
meet the requirements in either the regular or twice- a-day 
milking divisions. 

The New Board Meets 

Following the annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada, which took place in the Royal York 
Hotel, Toronto, February 8th, the new Board of Directors 
under the chairmanship of President W. L. Carr, spent 
the full day in discussing, and outlining for the guidance 
of the various Committees, a suitable program of work 
for 1934. 

The personnel of the more important Committees was 
decided upon as follows: Finance—Piesident Carr; Ist 
Vice President, E. W. Jones, Calgary, Alta.; 2nd Vice 
President, H. J. Kennedy, Southport, P. E. I.; 3rd Vice 
President, H. W. Parkinson, Hagersville, Ont., and 4th 
Vice President, S. G. Sims, Stonewall, Man. Extension— 
Messrs. H. W. Parkinson, J. G. Gale, F. H. Hubbs, T. R. 
Dent and E. W. Jones. Fairs—Lorne Logan, R. M. Holtby, 
and D. A. McPhee. Banquet—R. B. Faith, P. L. Whytock, 
and L. E. Franklin. 

President Carr was appointed delegate to the National 
Dairy Council. T. O. Dolson, delegate to the Eastern Live 
Stock Union, and the director of the province in which 
the meeting takes place was authorized to attend the 
Western Live Stock Union in 1935. 


Grants to fairs were made on the same basis as last 
year, except in the case of Regina, which wili receive the 
same as the other Class “A” exhibition, viz, forty cents 
on the dollar instead of fifty cents as paid last year on 
account of the International Grain Show. A rider at- 
tached, however, provides that in the event of a Class 
“A” exhibition becoming a regional fair previous to the 
time of exhibition, the grant to such a show will only be 
ten cents instead of forty cents on the dollar. 

P. L. Whytock was appointed delegate to the Canadian 
National Exhibition and Messrs. CC. T. Houck, F. W. Lee, 
and T. O. Dolson, delegates to the Royal Winter Fair. 
Vere S. Culver, of Rockingham, N. H., was recommended 
as Judge at the Royal, with J. P. Eves, of Chicago, as 
Reserve; the latter to take the place of the former if Mr. 
Culver officiates as judge of Holsteins at the Waterloo 
Dairy Congress, which precedes the Royal. 

Durno Innes, of Woodstock, was the choice of the 
board for the appointment as judge of Holsteins at the 
C. N. E., with F. H. Hubbs as reserve. In the case of 
both the Royal and the C. N. E. consulting judges will be 
engaged for the first time this year, and for these ap- 
pointments, Mr. M. L. Haley will be asked to act at the 
C. N. E., and D. A. McPhee, at the Royal. Substitutes 
named for consulting judges were Clarence L. Goodhue, 
to take the place of Mr. Haley, and R. M. Holtby, to take 
the place of Mr. McPhee. The board went on record as 
being favorable to having cattle sold for export, inspected 
so that only animals of a high standard might be shipped 
from Canada to Great Britain. 

The Fairs Committee elected R. M. Holtby as its Chair- 
man, added the name of J. Walter Jones, Charlottetown, 
P. E. L., to the official list of judges, and passed a recom- 
mendation to the Roya] Winter Fair delegates that the 
class for yearling bulls be divided into two sections, the 
one for junior and the other for senior. 

The Finance Committee voted grants of $16,000 for 
Extension work, $9,000 for fairs, $5,000 for printing and 
set aside necessary monies for other purposes. 

The Extension Committee which also met allocated 
the money it had to spend in such a way that all the 
provinces will be able to carry on their work under the 
same policies as prevailed last year. However, with less 
money available through the amount appropriated by the 
Finance Committee, it was found necessary to reduce the 
grant offered Breeders’ Clubs from a maximum of $40 to 
a maximum of $30, and to provide less money for provincial 
services. The Ontario appropriation was fixed at $2,000, 
Quebec was given $1,400, each of the Western provinces, 
$300, and each of the Maritimes, $100. In addition, a pro- 
vincial grant of $100 for special exhibition purposes was 
voted each of the provinces. The names of F. H. Hubbs 
and D. A. McPhee were added to the list of Selective 
Registration Inspectors.

Congratulations, Canada 

E extend heartiest congratulations to Canadian 
W tivistein interests on the very pleasing results of 

their year’s work just closed. Setting a new high 
mark for registrations (partly as a result of a morator- 
ium on penalty fees, as in the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America), the Association well maintained its 
regular activities, and finished with a nice little balance 
on the right side of the ledger. The Extension program, 
although operating on a somewhat reduced budget, was 
considered more effective in its functioning than ever be- 
fore. Grants to fairs were maintained; production test- 
ing showed a further increase; and altogether the pic- 
ture presented by these reports is an optimistic and 
hopeful one. 

This special issue, which is being placed in the hands 
of every member, is gotten out in tribute to the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada, and the work it is do- 
ing. In addition to a detailed report of their annual 
meeting, we are presenting the annual reports of officers 
in rather full detail, believing they will be of interest 
not only to Canadian breeders, but to Holstein people 
everywhere. 

In one respect, the Canadian system has a material 
advantage over that of the U. S. Their supervision of 
production testing for all breeds is vested in a central 
record office maintained by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, which is so operated as to bring the cost, 
not only to the breed associations but also to the indi- 
vidual breeders, down to a minimum nominal sum aside 
from the. publication of the records. When it is remem- 
bered that for the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America the budget shows an annual deficit of from 
$35,000 to $50,000 a year, the effect this governmental 
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service has on the financial picture of the Association 
is at once evident. 

Particular attention is directed to the fact that last 
year the Canadian Association, out of total revenues of 
$63,469.42, expended $15,692.17 for Extension Service 
(25%), and in addition made grants to fairs in the 
amount of $7,922.40, bringing the total for these con- 
structive purposes well above one-third of the entire 
gross income. Salaries, wages and officers’ expenses 
total about 25% of the gross income, indicating a splen- 
didly efficient and economical set-up. 

The relations between Canadian and American Hol- 
stein breeders were never finer or more cordial, and we 
trust they may continue to grow even more so, to the 
mutual benefit of all concerned. 


Milk Marketing Problems 

AIRYMEN in the East are in something of a tur- 
D moil over possible developments in the general 

milk marketing situation. Several states have 
attempted to find a solution of their problems through 
the creation of Milk Control Boards with broad regu- 
latory powers. First of these was the New York Milk 
Control Board and while this Board has been of great 
service to dairymen in bringing about greater returns, 
they are now threatened with a break-down of their 
whole effort through the impossibility of controlling in- 
terstate shipments of milk. Chairman Baldwin has sent 
an urgent call for help to Secretary Wallace for Federal 
intervention, to work with and assist the existing Milk 
Control Boards in New York, New Jersey and PennsyI- 
vania in the matter. 

Public hearings in New York City and Syracuse, 
under auspices of the Secretary of Agriculture, have re- 
vealed an unmistakeable sentiment among New York 
dairymen for the continuation of the Milk Control 
Board, to be supplemented but not supplanted by Fed- 
eral agencies. In New Jersey, with no surplus problem 
of milk produced in the state, we are informed that no 
Federal intervention is desired. Pennsylvania is inter- 
ested in preserving its present outside markets. 

So far as the general dairy situation is concerned, 
Washington sources advise that current milk production 
is lower, due in part to the extremely cold weather, and 
in part to some reduction in grain feeding. Dairy cattle 
population of the U. S. is still high, increasing by 3.1% 
during 1933 to a total of 26,062,000 head. Yearling 
heifers increased about 1% and heifer calves being kept 
for milk cows about 3% during the year. Apparently 
the increased use of beef or dual purpose cows for milk- 
ing largely accounts for these increases, which are re- 
ported by the Department of Agriculture in its United 
States Livestock Report for January 1, 1934. 

The storage situation is improving, the AAA reports 
under date of February 13, the net reduction in butter 
stocks during January being over 20 million pounds. 
Total storage butter February 1 was 76,051,000 Ibs., 
including over 25 million pounds belonging to the gov- 
ernment, with over 12 million more to be purchased 
right away. The five-year average of commercial hold- 
ings at this date is 34,422,000 lbs. Interesting also in 
this connection is the announcement from Washington 
that gross farm income for 1933 was up $1,240,000,000 
from the 1932 figures. Gross income from farm _ pro- 
duction of dairy products, however, was 1% less than 
for 1932, according to the same statement. Grains, in- 
cluding benefit payments, showed an increase of 86% 
in gross farm income. Taken together these figures 
demonstrate the seriousness of the current problem of 
dairymen in making both ends meet in the face of low- 
ered income and higher costs for feed. 

Holstein Interests Alert 

Holstein interests have not been entirely neglected 
in connection with formulating the proposed marketing 
agreement for the New York City Milk Shed. At the 
New York City hearing, Allen Crissey made an effective 
appearance, representing the New Jersey breeders and 
urging that a higher scale of differentials for butterfat 
be paid, to vary with the base price of fluid milk. The 
schedule suggested figured six cents a point each way 
from 3.5% for Grade B milk; eights cents a point for 
Grade A. He also urged that in setting Grade A prices 
the premium paid producers for sanitary cleanliness be 
entirely divorced from the subject of butterfat content. 
New Jersey Holstein breeders had gone on record in favor 
of this six-cent differential, and are urging their own 
state milk control board to adopt it independently. 

















A wire from Crissey under date of February 20 advises that 
the New Jersey Control Board has adopted the six cent 
differential for both Grade A and Grade B milk, both figur- 
ing from a 3.5% base, and with prices of $2.50 and $2.10 
per cent respectively. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian Association has a 
special milk committee, which met in Ithaca February 
14. This committee has filed a brief which will be a part 
of the record of these federal milk hearings. The New 
York people are not able to go along with the New Jer- 
sey breeders in the matter of such high differentials for 
butterfat, fearing an adverse effect on the Holstein breed 
under New York market conditions, and urged instead 
that the whole subject be carefully studied by nutrition 
experts to the end that the whole system of paying for 
fluid milk should be revised to give proper weight to 
the other valuable constituents of milk besides butter- 
fat, which latter represents less than half the total food 
value of ordinary market milk. The idea of divorcing 
butterfat and sanitary cleanliness in setting Grade A 
differentials, was emphatically endorsed; in fact, it was 
included in Mr. Crissey’s original statement at the sug- 
gestion of Prof. Earl B. Lovell, a member of the New 
York Committee. 

The principal Holstein argument in favor of the six- 
cent Grade B differential was that by setting a price for 
all of the butterfat in this fluid milk approximately the 
same as the price level of the base of 3.5%, the incen- 
tive of dealers to demand higher and higher tests would 
be done away with, and Holstein milk would thus re- 
ceive less unfavorable dealer discrimination. The New 
York Committee agreed with this probable effect on the 
dealer’s attitude, but feared its effect on the attitude of 
dairymen themselves, at least, until such time as stand- 
ardization is definitely decided to be legal and entirely 
within the law. The results in New Jersey will be closely 
watched and will prove a fine laboratory for working out 
the experiment. 

The New York Committee also protested strongly 
against permitting dealers to set up arbitrary butterfat 
standards which may have the effect of outlawing an en- 
tire breed of cattle, producing well upwards of 75% of 
the milk sold in New York City, and comprising over 
68% c* the pure bred dairy cattle of New York State, 
according to the last Federal census. 

At the time these lines are written, the whole mat- 
ter is still up in the air, with dairymen expressing many 
conflicting views regarding certain provisions of the pro- 
posed marketing agreement, and equally divergent ideas 
as to the relative merits of attempting to control the en- 
tire production of every individual dairyman, or of con- 


fining the control features to the surplus, under Sec- 
retary Wallace’s proposal of benefit payments from a 


fund to be derived from a processing tax on butter. The 
situation is highly complex. Whatever the outcome, 
dairymen will be well advised to bear in mind always 
that efficiency and economy of production will continue 
to be of first importance in solving their problems.

Kellogg made a little talk on this subject at the Chicago 
convention last June, and it proved to be the hit of the 
program. Her story is well worth listening to. The 
hour of the broadcast is 12.35 P. M. (E. S. T.) over Sta- 
tion WGY, Schenectady (795 kilocycles).

OR our cover illustration this week, we have gone 
F: little into history and are presenting a very out- 

standing group of Canadian Holsteins that won 
first in the Provincial Herd Contest at the Royal Winter 
Fair in 1928. It is probably the outstanding group in 
this contest in the whole history of the Royal. The set-up 
for this group of six head from one province provides 
that it shall consist of one bull over 2 years of age, one 
bull under 2 years, two females three years old or over, 
one 2-year-old and one yearling, not more than two ani- 
mals to be owned by one exhibitor. Heading the string, 
of course, was Johanna Rag Apple Pabst who in that 
year made his final show ring appearance, being grand 
champion at the Royal, and Reserve All-American for 
the year under Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld who was 
then in his prime. This bull, of course, was heading the 
herd of Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec. 
The big yearling bull next to him is Coquebid Hartog 
Prince Ormsby, exhibited by Wilson Brothers, Lachute. 
Que. He was fourth in the yearling bull section. Next 
is Triune Papoose Piebe, showing in two-year-old form 
to win her class and take All-American honors for the 
year. Her remarkable size even at that age is evident 
even from this picture. She likewise was exhibited by 
Mount Victoria Farms. In fourth place in the line is 
Sally Francy, first prize four-year-old in this show and 
All-American four-year-old that year for her owner, Ray- 
mondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec. Sally was also All- 
American Aged Cow the following year in 1929. The 
next cow is another Raymondale entry, Thornwood 
Nannie Dewdrop, who placed third in the dry cow class 
under those two famous show ring stalwarts, Aaggie 
Abbekerk Jewel and Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk. 
which is evidence of her class. The yearling heifer at 
the end was from the herd of the late Neil Sangster, a 
former president of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada and a pioneer of this breed in Canada. She 
was the only one in the lot that failed to place high in 
class. The three All-American stars of this line-up have 
now, unfortunately, all passed to their final reward, but 
the contribution they made to the breed will not soon 
be forgotten.

AN IOWA VIEW 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been reading with interest the report of the 
winter meeting of the directors of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association. I note that the Board is seriously consid- 
ering putting the Advanced Registry Department on a 
self-supporting basis. I should like to express my opin- 
ion that it would be a mistake. The breeders who are 
doing the testing are the ones who are doing the most 
to advance the breed and I think that they deserve all 
the support the Association can give to help defray the 
expenses of testing. If there ever has been a worth- 
while extension project, it is the A. R. department, and 
if the Association puts the A. R. department on a self- 
supporting basis, it may as well do away with the Ex- 
tension department. The fine records that have been 
made in the past and are now being made are doing 
more to interest men in our breed than all the flowery 
speeches that the extension men make to people who 
are already Holstein enthusiasts. 

President Glover suggests that we copy the example 
of the other dairy breeds in making the testing depart- 
ment self-supporting. He, no doubt, has the Guernsey 
Cattle Club in mind. I have been informed that condi- 
tions in the Guernsey Club are far from ideal and the 
high cost of testing is one of the sore spots. Of course, 
there are breeders who can afford to test, even if the 
rates are substantially higher, but I know of several in 
Iowa who have already discontinued on account of the 
expense. 

President Glover suggests that after testing is self- 
supporting, the funds avajlable ($40,000) be used to 
hire ‘‘a special field man to go out and organize the 
proven sire and testing program.’’ This would be quite 
a salary even in these ‘“‘prosperous” times. Are applica- 
tions for the position in order? 

President Glover also made the statement that he is 
of the opinion that by 1940 the Association would reg- 
ister no animals without production records. Such a 
statement is absurd and it certainly shows that he did 
not think twice before making it. Supt. Norton reports 
that there are only 473 breeders testing in both the A. 
R. and Herd Test work. 

If the fees are raised, we certainly cannot expect a 
substantial increase in testing, so just what does Presi- 
dent Glover propose to do with the 14,883 active mem- 
bers who are not testing?

WHY SO FEW PROVEN BULLS OFFERED? 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The article ‘“‘An Asset or a Liability’? in your Feb- 
ruary 10 issue hits the nail on the head. Why pay a 
long price for a bull calf, use him on your herd for sev- 
eral years, only to find at the end of that time that your 
herd is not as good as it was when you began using him? 

With all the agitation there has been the past few 
years about proving bulls, it seems remarkable that 
there are no proven bulls advertised in your columns 
either for sale or exchange. It would seem reasonable 
to suppose that they would be in great demand and at 
much higher prices than are being paid for calves of 
like breeding. That doesn’t seem to be the case. Per- 
haps, it is because buyers are afraid a seven or eight- 
year-old bull will not last long. He should last three 
or four years at least, barring accident, and that is long 
enough to replace a whole, one-bull herd, with his 
daughters. 

Get a pencil and figure how much it would be worth 
to you to have a herd that would produce 50 to 100 lbs. 
of butterfat a year each more than your present herd 
is now doing. Also figure what it would cost you to 
find at the end of five years that your herd was produc- 
ing an average of 50 lbs. less per head. 

Five years is a long time to lose in a man’s business 
life. Buying one wrong bull may mean the difference 
between failure or success.

the changes do not work out tothe benefit of all concerned. 

There may be just criticism in herd sires showing year 
after year, especially if they are winning the champion- 
ship prizes; quite often it may be to the disadvantage of 
the herd sires themselves, however, the small breeder, and 
the majority of our breeders are small breeders, cannot 
afford to keep a herd sire and a bull to show. Anything 
that handicaps the small breeder in his showing operations 
tends to discourage him and more than outweighs any 
harm he might do in showing a high class aged bull. 

The ruling that an animal may not win a championship 
at the same show a second time has some merit, but spare 
champions are not too plentiful in large or small herds. 
Then too if past champions were allowed to show in the 
open classes, as has been suggested, there would not be 
much to stick your chest out about on winning a cham- 
pionship, since the animal might have stood third or fourth 
in the open class under better animals which were ruled 
out because of having previously won a championship. Is 
it not better to encourage breeders to breed better ani- 
mals to defeat these top animals than to hand around top 
show honors to their inferiors? To pay more money to 
Get of Sire and Progeny of Cow classes we believe is right 
but we are just as sure that two animals the progeny of 
a cow is right instead of three and that only Junior classes 
in Get of Sire and Progeny of Cow should be bred by 
exhibitor. 

We think the innovation this year of deducting 20% 
from prize winners without production qualifications, in- 
stead of having special R. O. P. classes, is an improve- 
ment, though the original idea was to add the deducted 
money to the winning animals that had the production re- 
quirements, but so far the Fair Boards do not want to 
undertake the extra clerical work so they are saving that 
much prize money. 

The 1933 Royal was conceded by many to be the great- 
est Holstein Show to date in America; to say the least it 
was a great show and served as a fitting climax to a show 
season which featured outstanding quality at most of our 
shows. The great spectator interest was shown by the 
full ring side at 9 a. m. on the morning judging commenced, 
the crowd not only being from Ontario and other Provinces 
but fifteen breeders coming from Wisconsin and large rep- 
resentatives from many other States. There is no doubt 
that the United States entries created greater interest on 
both sides of the line. It makes our Royal Holstein Show 
a truly international one and we hope it will continue to 
be regarded in this light. 

The list of official judges was revised and a number of 
new names added. In this connection we would recom- 
mend a policy of using our younger judges more at smaller 
shows, and then at larger ones, so that those that make 
good may gradually gain confidence in themselves and be 
able to replace our older judges in time to come.

Holsteins are making great strides 
in the province of Alberta, and a 
very active program has been laid 
out for 1934. Right now, they are 
pioneering the market for Canadian 
Holsteins in England, two carloads 
having been sent in a_ shipment 
which reached Glasgow in February. 
Five additional carloads will leave 
March 3 for Birkenhead, England. 
These cattle have been selected from 
the herds of 30 Alberta breeders, 
with the Hays boys in active charge 
of details. Harry Hays, who is sec- 
retary of. the Alberta organization, 
is in charge of selecting the cattle; 


Tom Hays is now in Glasgow look- 
ing after the marketing end across 
the water, while Jack Hays is in 
charge of the shipments during the 
voyage. Alberta Holsteins have 
been very much in the limelight 
during the last few years, princi- 
pally through the show ring and 
testing activities of Hays & Com- 


pany, Ltd., Calgary, and the C. P. R. 
Supply Farm at Strathmore. Both 
herds have been among the heaviest 
winners in Canadian show rings, in- 
cluding a number of All-American 
and Reserve All-American winners. 
Last year, the Hays & Company herd 
made the longest and most difficult 
circuit that any show herd of our 
breed has ever attempted.

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Minnesota’s Annual Meeting

HE Minnesota Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association held their 


annual meeting at the Univer- 
sity Farm, St. Paul, Minnesota, on 
January 18th, 1934. There were 


approximately sixty-five breeders in 
attendance. 

The meeting was called to order 
by President John B. Irwin. Minutes 
of the last annual meeting were read 
by the Secretary, and, on motion, 
approved. A report was given by P. 
O. Holland, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and, on motion, report 
was adopted as read. The Secretary- 
Treasurer’s report was read, and, on 
motion, approved. 

Dr. C. E. Cotton, Secretary of the 
State Livestock Sanitary Board, 
gave a talk on contagious abortion. 
Dr. Cotton traced the development 
ot testing for Bang’s Disease during 


the past eight years. He stated 
thirty-one states require negative 
test on cows’ before importation;

of blood samples. Dr. Cotton 
stressed the importance to Minne- 
sota Holstein breeders of maintain- 


ing, through abortion tests, the out- 
side markets that we have had in 
the past. 

A general discussion was held re- 
garding the general testing of all 
cattle. There are fifty-seven nega- 
tive herds in Minnesota and _ five 
hundred and thirty approved herds. 


Dr. Dunam of the Veterinary Divi- 
sion of the University farm ex- 
plained the relation between Con- 


tagious Abortion in cattle and undu- 
lent fever in humans. More cases of 
undulent fever are caused through 
hogs than through cattle. On mo- 
tion, the chair was instructed to ap- 
point a committee to _ investigate 
more abortion testing. 

J. P. Riordan of the Federal Land 
Bank, St. Paul, gave an address on 
problems of the Holstein Breeders. 
He said conditions for dairying are 
not satisfactory because purchasing 
power is reduced to a dangerous 
minimum. National effort is being 
made to restore the farmer’s pur- 
chasing power. More dairy prod- 
ucts are sold than any two other 
articles in the world, but milk is 
not advertised as much as it should 
be. Production also exceeds de- 
mand and production must be cut 
down. Demand, however, is smaller 
than it should be because the buying 
public cannot buy. Herds should be 
selected very carefully and only good 
cows should be retained. Too much 
emphasis should not be placed on 
government support for agricultural 
activities. With a poor market, it 
pays better to produce less at low 
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feed heavy for large

cost than to 
production. 


all poor animals in all herds and 
keep only the good ones. Breeders 
must have faith in Holsteins and 


conduct their breeding operations 
accordingly. Mr. Riordan predicted 
that the Holstein business will come 
back and that the farmer will be the 
first one to make it come back.

We, therefore, request such action 
by the Administration and if neces- 
sary, by Congress, as will insure to 
the farmers of the country the home 
market for all agricultural products. 

A general discussion was held re- 
garding the sale of oleomargarine. 
Some counties are carrying on cam- 
paigns to get local merchants to dis- 
continue the sale of oleomargarine. 
Mr. Moscrip gave a talk on oleomarl- 
garine, and stressed the fact that the 
ratio of oleomargarine sales to but- 
ter sales in some states runs as high 
as 112 to 100 in favor of oleomar- 
garine. 

Report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee was given by A. J. Lashbrook. 
On motion, the following’ were 
elected directors for a_ three-year 
period: P. O. Holland, Northfield; 
Axel Hansen, Minneapolis; E. A. 
Barthelemy, St. Cloud; H. G. Miller, 
Northfield; Dr. H. A. Burns, State 
Sanatorium, Ah-Gwah-Ching. 

Other directors of the Association 
are: F. E. Murphy, Minneapolis; J: 
Irwin, Minneapolis; A. J. Lash- 
brook, Northfield; B. J. Huseby. 
Adams; Carl Steele, Conger; W. S. 
Moscrip, Lake Elmo; Rev. J. ™

PURE BRED LIVESTOCK 
IN CANADA 

In the decade between the last 
two censuses in Canada, there was 
an increase of over 50% in the num- 
ber of pure bred cattle, 30% in 
pure bred sheep, and over 40% in 
pure bred swine, while the number 
of pure bred horses declined by a 
little over 20%. Pure bred cattle 
in the last census were reported as 


numbering 449,462. Among the 
dairy breeds, Holsteins, Ayrshires 
and Jerseys predominated in the 


order mentioned, Holsteins number- 
ing 168,592, Ayrshires 77,570, Jer- 
seys 45,904. Shorthorns are the 
most numerous of the beef breeds, 
their figure being 93,779. 


Ackerhurst Farm, North Andover, 
Mass., report the purchase of several 
foundation females of real type, from 
J. L. Kerr, Reed’s Ferry, N. H., two 
of them being three-year-old daughters 
of the Hemlock Park bull, Sir Teake 
Waldorf, both great show prospects 
and producers. One of them has a 
yearling daughter sired by a grandson 
of Butter Lass Louise of Baker Farm, 
that will be heard from in the show 
ring. Another real dairy cow is a 
daughter of Abegweit Pluto, and two 
others come from Prince Edward 
Island.

The 
boys wanted the name “Cyclone” in- 
cluded, Mr. Moore says, when the 
granddam was born in 1919, but she 
really belongs to the ‘‘Poetess’’ fam- 
ily and to the same family as the 
farm’s All-American “Colony Flood 
Colantha,” whose granddam derived 
her name from a flood at the farm in 
1921. 

“Cyclone” had her first calf, a bull, 
on February 2, 1931, when a two-year- 
old, and that time made a record of 
21,212 pounds of milk and 710 butter- 
fat in her R. O. P. test.

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CARNATION’S CALF FEEDING 
PLAN 

Necessity produces benefits as the 
Carnation Milk Farms can testify. 
Faced with the need of finding a 
cheaper, and above all, a safer meth- 
od of raising calves at their famous 
breeding establishment near Seattle, 
Washington, they developed a dry 
feed based on milk that cut costs to 
only about one-third of the former fig- 
ure.

There is some expressed feeling among breeders that 
too much of our money is spent in grants to Fairs but we 
believe most of the criticism comes from the breeders 
without show experience. They are inclined to think that 
the showman gets too much out of it while the truth of the 
matter is that only a few are able to follow the shows suc- 
cessfully year after year, that expenses, cost of fitting, 
risks in shipping, leave nothing but the advertising value 
and sometimes it is very costly publicity. Some adjust- 
ment might, however, be made in the amount of money 
spent at certain shows as some are unquestionably of more 
value to the breed than others. 

We have always believed that Fairs are the show win- 
dow of our business; if you are not going to put some- 
thing in the window worth while, why put anything?

New York Holstein News Letter 


By S. J. BROWNELL, State Secretary 


MARKET MILK 


The popular subject among all dairy- 
men of New York State is the ques- 
tion of market milk. Since the main 
source of income for the majority of 
dairymen of this State comes from 
milk production, it is only natural 
that the majority are being drawn 
into this great maelstrom of discus- 
sions on the market milk situation. 
During such chaos the breeders of 
pure bred Holstein cattle should al- 
ways keep before them the advantage 
of protecting the interest of their 
breed and a program of future devel- 
opment. 

Your Holstein organization has been 
giving every possible attention to 
these questions. Holstein breeders 
should familiarize themselves with the 
program of the National and State 
Associations and try to keep these 
ideas before every meeting where the 
milk question is discussed. When or- 
der is finally established we would 
like to find ourselves in a position of 
advantage for our breed without los- 
ing any of the favored markets such 
as we have had in the past. This can 
be accomplished only with the sup- 
port oi every owner of black and 
white cows. 

Members of the Holstein organiza- 
tion will be interested in knowing that 
the Holstein interest is being looked 
after in every manner possible. You 
have undoubtedly heard the report of 
your delegate to the annual meeting 
which should have been given at the 
local club meetings held in January. 
If not, you should make arrangements 
to attend the February meeting for 
these reports. 


Immediately following the annual 
meeting of the State Association, Mr. 
Glover, president of the National As- 
sociation, left for Washington, D. C., 
where he spent the week looking after 
Holstein interests that might be af- 
fected by federal codes. Representa- 
tives of the milk committee later vis- 
ited Albany for a proposed hearing 
relative to price differential for but- 
terfat. This committee has _ also 
checked closely on recent hearings of 
the federal code held in Syracuse and 
New York City. 

Breeders attending these hearings 
should keep in mind that the mob 
sentiment expressed at such hearings 
is not significant with the results ob- 
tained. Your Holstein milk commit- 
tee, while keeping in touch with the 
underlying sentiment of these meet- 
ings is accomplishing a great deal 
more and in a very effective way by 
working with the committees who 
make the final decisions in all mat- 
ters relative to codes, control and reg- 
ulation. The members of this com- 
mittee are Carl Wooster, chairman, 
Union Hill; Lawrence Lonergan, 
Homer; Maurice Prescott, Lacona; 


H. V. Noyes, Kenwood Station; Earl 
B. Lovell, Marathon; and F. B. Mor- 
'rison, Ithaca. Breeders who have sug- 
gestions on the milk situation for the 
good of the Holstein industry should 
present them to members of this com- 


mittee. Why not invite one of this 
committee to speak on the subject at 
your next club meeting’? 
Home Relief 

While the marketing situation is in 
such a chaotic condition, every breed- 
er should keep in mind the future and 
work toward the one sure increase in 
income that every dairyman can ob- 
tain for himself without asking odds 
of federal governments, State milk 
control boards or private committees. 
The ability to produce milk at greater 
profit is in the hands of every Hol- 
stein breeder. This greater. profit 
comes from more efficient cows. The 
calves that are being raised today will 
be the units of production four and 
five years from now. Their ability to 
produce efficiently will depend to a 
large extent upon the kind of sires 
you have used. The demand for these 
efficient machines will depend upon 
their ability to compete with all other 
breeds. Holstein breeders owe it to 
themselves, their families, and to their 
Holstein industry to maintain this 
splendid inheritance for efficient milk 
production with which they were en- 
dowed at the time they acquired black 
and white cattle. Such cooperation on 
the part of every Holstein breeder 
will mean greater returns from the 
sale of surplus stock and greater 
profits through market milk without 
asking odds from any political unit. 

Spring Banquets 

The spring banquets following the 
winter membership campaign and 
programs of work will be handled by 
the State Association in the same 
manner as in past years. The dates 
set for these banquets is during the 
last week in March and the first two 
weeks in April. The main speaker for 
this series of meetings has not been 
secured at the present time. Several 
outstanding men have been = ap- 
proached so that all local clubs have 
their choice of an outstanding speaker 
if they wish to have a meeting. 

In order to fit in with the popular 
subject of promoting the sale of Hol- 
stein milk, we secured a real feature 
for any banquets that could be held 
by local clubs at an earlier date. The 
National Dairy Council, through the 
Philadelphia Dairy Council, offered us 
the speaker who addressed the Na- 
tional Holstein convention banquet 
in Philadelphia. Because of the fact 
that there were not enough requests 
for such a speaker so early in the 
year it was necessary to cancel the 
engagement. 

Extension Contest 

The extension contest for 1934, with 
the exception of the membership di- 
vision, will be carried on the same as 
last year. The premium money was 
increased $100.00. There were no sug- 
gestions received relative to changing 
this contest and there is every evi- 
dence that the clubs are satisfied with 
the present set-up. Attention has 
been called to a descrepancy in the 
scoring of the publicity contest. This 
contest has been scored in the same 
manner for several years and the scor- 
ing was not entirely in accord with 


the statement of the rules of the con- 
test. It has been the practice of the 
committee on publicity to give credit 
for all Holstein articles. In order for 
credit to be received it was necessary 
that the word Holstein was present. 
Articles pertaining to Holstein cattle, 
Holstein clubs or Holstein breeders 
all received their share of attention. 
Frequently some breeder’s cow made 
a splendid record and in writing the 
article only the name of the owner 
was given without mentioning that the 
cow was a Holstein or even give the 
name of the animal to indicate to 
which breed she might belong. Such 
records were not counted because it 
was of no particular advantage to the 
Holstein breed. One instance, a county 
supervisor who was a Holstein breed- 
er received a great deal of publicity 
because of his appointment to a spe- 
cial committee with the county. Clip 
pings were sent in for credit for all 
of this publicity because he was a 
member of a local Holstein club. None 
of the clippings dealt with the Hol- 
stein industry nor carried the word 
Holstein in the article. All such clip- 
pings were rejected because the com- 
mittee felt that they were not contrib- 
uting anything to the advancement of 
the breed. 

Wherever the heading of the article 
or the first paragraph indicated that 
the article pertained to the Holstein 
industry, the Holstein organization or 
Holstein breeder, credit was given for 
the entire article. Wherever the head- 
ing pertained to other lines of work 
and the leading paragraph clearly in- 
dicated that the article was on some 
other matter, the article was not al- 
lowed. However, if within that article 
mention was made of Holstein cattle 
or the club or breeders and the para- 
graph carried the word Holstein, 
credit was given for the space given 
to the Holstein subject within the 
article. The papers of the State have 
been very liberal in the publishing of 
news articles pertaining to the Hol- 
stein breed. It is hoped that every 
Holstein breeder will take advantage 
of opportunities to get articles in the 
papers whenever Holstein herds lead 
the dairy herd improvement associa 
tions, whenever an individual Hol- 
stein cow is high cow during the 
month or for the year in the associa 
tion, whenever Holstein breeders pur- 
chase new bulls or make satisfactory 
sales of cattle. All such articles when 
properly prepared mentioning the 
Holstein breed make good advertising 
for the breed. 

National Delegates 

Blanks have been received from the 
National Association for nominating 
delegates to the annual convention.

The Annual Meeting of the Con- 
necticut Holstein Breeders Association 
will be held this year on February 
28th at the Connecticut Reformatory, 
Cheshire, Connecticut. President Kel- 
logg is planning for a large crowd, a 
dinner will be served at 12:00 noon, 
and the meeting will follow. Prof. J. 
H. Frandsen of Amherst will give a 
slide lecture, prepared during a trip 
abroad, which shows interesting 
scenes and depicts dairy conditions in 
Holland and Denmark. A. N. Crissey 
will talk about the milk situation as 
it affects Holstein owners. Officers will 
be elected for the ensuing year. 





The Board of Directors of the New 
Jersey Association met in Trenton 
Saturday, February 10th and post- 
poned plans for the early spring sale. 
It is hoped that conditions may be 
more favorable later on in the spring. 





The New Jersey Association has 
been most active during the past few 
months in efforts to improve milk 
marketing conditions for Holstein 
owners. The “Milk Committee” of the 
Association has spent much time and 
hard work and with the help of the 
College and C. W. A. workers there, 
have made surveys into various angles 
of the milk price structure not here- 
tofore thoroughly investigated by the 
regular milk marketing agencies. De- 
finite recommendations, some of 
which were explained at the Annual 
Meeting in Trenton, have been 
evolved. These have since been pre- 
sented to the proper authorities and 
to the State Milk Control Board. The 
Association was also represented at 
the Federal Hearing in New York City 
on February 6th. 





President John Bridgeman of The 
Massachusetts Association is sending 
out a call to all loyal breeders of the 
black and white to attend the Hearing 
in Boston, Wednesday, March 7th, on 
the Senate Bill to lower the State Law 
requirement for total solids from 12% 
to 11.80%. This Bill, if passed will 
bring the total solids requirement 
moré into line with the present but- 
terfat requirement of 3.35%. The av- 
erage for 34 state requirements in 


11.77%.

The Massachusetts require- 
ment has always been too high for 
many producers and in that respect 
has been unfair to them. 


The Maine Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation will hold its Annual Meeting 
at the University at Orono on Thurs- 


day, March 29th, during Farm & Home 
Week. Vere Culver, Harold J. Shaw, 
and A. N. Crissey are planning to 
lead a timely discussion, and it is 
hoped that a large attendance may be 
present. President Fred J. Nutter of 
Corinna will preside. 


The New England Sale scheduled 
for March 15th will in all likelihood be 
postponed until later in the spring. 
Only a few animals have been offered 
for the event, and price conditions are 
exceedingly uncertain at this writing. 





Such reports as those coming to us 
during the past week that the audit ofa 
certain large Boston milk distributor’s 
books showed that more milk was 
sold than was purchased, are if true, 
rather disconcerting. Especially so 
when one learns that this same com- 
pany in addition to shipping a tank 
car a day of milk from one of its large 
country receiving stations separates 
quantities of surplus milk there. Some- 
times, we are told, the powdered skim 
milk machine is operated, sometimes 
the skim milk is poured down the 
sewer, and occasionally a car load of 
skim milk is shipped to Boston. This 
same company has a girl at the plant 
continuously making solids tests of the 
milk supplied by each farmer. One of 
these farmers, who by the way is one 
of highest principled and best re- 
spected farm leaders in New England, 
told me recently that this distributor 
would kick like fury if the solids were 
below 12% or the fat below 3.7% to 
3.8%. Inasmuch as this farmer has 
a pure bred herd of Holsteins, his 
only alternative is to standardize by 
the addition of cream. This practice 
seems to be perfectly satisfactory to 
the distributor so long as the solids 
not fat stay above 8%. There is, 
however, no requirement in the Mas- 
sachusetts Milk Law for any given 
percentages of solids-not-fat. 

This producer also calls my atten- 
tion to the fact that the butterfat dif- 
ferential of about 2.2 cents per 1/10th 
of one percent of fat above the base 
of 3.7% does not pay one to standard- 
ize his milk to above 3.7%. In fact 
3.5% milk is more profitable to the 
farmer. He also points out that while 
the surplus price at this receiving sta- 
tion is only 69c per cwt. for 3.7% milk 
the farmer has to pay a _ hauling 
charge out of that, the amount rang- 
ing from 8c to 30c per cwt. depending 
on the distance of the farm from the 
plant. In addition to giving the 
dealer the skim milk which is taken 
from surplus milk at this station, he 
must pay a hauling charge for taking 
it to the plant. On days when they 
do not ship the skim milk to Boston 
nor make it into powdered skim, they 
pour it down the sewer. Would they 





give it back to the farmer for his 
calves, chickens, or pigs? “No indeed,” 
replies the plant man, “It’s too much 
trouble to bother with.” 

But the story hasn’t all been told 
yet. Many farmers are on a 40 to 50% 
surplus rating. The farmer is also 
charged the Association ‘Marketing 
Cost” of ten cents per cwt. on this sur- 
plus milk just as on the other milk. 
Probably this is at it should be, I don’t 
know, but it does show that the 
farmer is in a tight spot. We will 
certainly agree that without organiza- 
tion and cooperation his plight would 
be much worse. It is however up to 
our milk organizations to do their 
best to see that the distributor does 
not manipulate the basic-surplus buy- 
ing plan dishonestly or unfairly. We 
should also oppose the demands of 
distributors that the farmers mix and 
cross-breed their herds thus decreas- 
ing their efficiency and profitableness. 

Some dairymen in this section are 
only feeding hay—no grain. One such 
farmer whose herd is in the C. T. A. 
averaged ten pounds of fat per cow 
for the month of December. 





HOLSTEINS AT CROOKSTON 


The 24th Annual Winter Shows 
of the Red River Valley Livestock 
Association at Crookston, Minn., 
brought out a fine show of Holsteins, 
as usual, with H. R. Searles of the 
University Farm at St. Paul as 
judge. The principal winners were 
Myrtle I. Himrum of Lake Park, 
E. E. Carman of Ada, and Ed John- 
son of East Grand Forks. Miss Him- 
rum won her usual grand champion- 
ship with Woodville Bess and took 
five firsts, six seconds, five thirds 
and two other prizes. Carman had 
senior and grand champion bull, four 
firsts, three seconds, five thirds and 
nine other prizes. Johnson had both 
junior champions, eight firsts, five 
seconds a third and a fourth, scor- 
ing heavily in the younger classes 
and winning first for Graded Herd, 
Get and Produce.as well as having 
the grand champion Dairy Herd over 
all breeds. Martin Egeland, Fisher, 
Minn., had the grand champion 4-H 
Club Dairy Calf over all breeds, his 
heifer standing second in the open 
class of the Holstein show. He was 
presented with a trophy from the Red 
River Valley Dairymen’s Association, 
as was Mr. Johnson for his Dairy 
Herd. This was the first time Mr. 
Johnson ever won the Dairy Herd 
trophy for himself, although when 
he was herdsman for the late Jerry 
Bacon, he often showed the cham- 
pion herd for his employer.

British Friesians ran away with all 
top honors and championships at the 
recent London Dairy Show, according 
to a report in the current issue of the 
British Friesian Journal. In the milk- 
ing trials, Lavenham Wallen 18th, 
owned by Strutt & Parker, was first 
with a production of 98.8 lbs. milk, 
with a fat test of 3.94%. The nine 
pure Friesians in this contest av- 
eraged 758.9 Ibs. milk with an av- 
erage test of exactly 4%. In the but- 
ter tests, the five leading Friesians 
made a better average than five from 


any other breed, although the top 
Friesian producer Terling Torch 
37th, owned by Miss Martin 


Smith, was just nosed out of 
first place by a Jersey entry. In the 
championship competition, the Frie- 
sians won the Bledisloe Cup or the 
fourth time in the last five shows, this 
being awarded on the basis of produc- 
tion and inspection points for type on 
a group of six animals of the breed. 
British Friesians won a total of 1056.25 
points in the milking trial, 490 out of 
4 possible 500 points on inspection for 
type, and a total of 1546.25 points. 
Shorthorns, Ayrshires, Jerseys, Red 
Pols, Guernseys and South Devons 
following in the order named. Only 
the Shorthorn entries drew a higher 





total of inspection points for type, in- 
dicating the splendid progress the 
Friesian breed is making in type as 
well as production. Lavenham Wal- 
len 18th won the supreme individual 
championship of the show, this being 
based on points won in the milking 
trials as well as inspection points for 
type. The British Friesian entries 
held a substantial lead over all breeds 
in the total points won in the milking 
trials, for mature cows, young cows 
and heifers, based on the work of all 
entries in the show. Congratulations 
to British Friesian breeders on this 
great competitive achievement for the 
breed.
